The New York City Federation of Women's Clubs was organized Feb- 
ruary i6, 1903, with twenty-five charter clubs, and at present has a member- 
ship of seventy-four clubs and more than 400 associate members, representing 
over 40,000 women in all. The object of the organization is to promote 
good fellowship, strengthen the bonds of club life, and to acquire the power 
for united action in the advancement of civic improvements, educational inter- 
ests and philanthropic work. The three conventions of the year are held at 
the Hotel Astor in October, February and May, at which each club is repre- 
sented by its president and two delegates. At the Annual Meeting held in 
February the officers of the Federation are elected to serve two years. The 
work of the Federation is done by committees, and the chairman and mem- 
bers of each committee are chosen from clubs working along similar lines.

health and that of the infants in their charge. 

Day nurseries have been established at the various branches for the 
youngest children to enable the Little Mothers to attend school and their 
classes. About five thousand (5,000) children are cared for annually, and 
at Christmas and Easter fifteen thousand (15,000) Little Mothers receive re- 
freshments and gifts. The Association gives a bazaar annually at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, which is the principal maintenance of the work.
